It has carefully analyzed the procla- 
mation of the United States Philippine 
commission, pointing out the advan- 
tages of the definite policy determined 
upon. 


Some Opinion, 


Manila, April 10—Though hundreds 


of Filipinos are daily returning to 
their homes and are desirious of resum- 
ing peaceful pursuits, and though the 
proclamation issued by the United 
! States Philippine commission has given 


an impetus to this movement, the war 
is far from ended. One of the foremost 
of the American generals said recently, 
"We will see 100,000 soldiers in 
the 


Philippines before the Americans con- 
trol the islands," and a majority of the 
army are of his opinion. It is gener- 
ally considered great reinforcements 
are necessary, there not being a suffi- 
cient number of Americans troops in 
the archipelago to make a conquest of 
the island of Luzon and hold the ports 
occupied, and it is thought it would be 
cheaper in the long run, and have bet- 
ter ?Sect upon the natives to estab- 
lish American supremacy effectually 
and quickly than to temporize with a 
score of rebellions. 


All the stories told by the prisoners 


and friendly natives agree that the 
majority of the insurgents would be 
glad to quit but there are enough 
professional revolutionists left to infest 
the country with bandits and demoral- 
ize business for years to come. Some 
high Americans believe the govern- 
ment would wisely expend money by 
buying off Aguinaldo and his clique of 
influential Filipinos. The foreigners in 
Manila 
think 
the 
Americans too 


optimistic as to the effects of the proc- 
lamation. They say 
the 
weakness 


of the proclamation 
lies in 
the 


fact 
that 
the 
natives 
have 
so 


long dealt with the Spaniards that 
they are unable to realize what its 
words mean and do not regard Its 
promises as anything but a snare. 


The majority of the United States 


volunteers are eager to return home, 
and "we did not enlist to fight niggers" 
is the remark that is constantly heard. 
While braver work than they are doing 
is impossible, there is small glory in 
the guerilla warfare, the dangers and 
hardships of which cannot b« appreci- 
ated at home. The volunteers construe 
their enlistment "to the close cf the 
war" to apply tp the war with Spain 
and wish to be relieved by the regu- 
lars. 


The Spanish system of defending

Ceceral Lawton'* Expedition, 


Manila, April 10.—The expedition 01 


1500 men under*Major General Lawton 
which started Saturday nig-ht with the 


! Intention of crossing La Guna de Bay, 
! capturing the town of Santa Cruz, or 


the eastern shore of the lake and then 
sweeping the country to the south, con- 
sists of 200 picked sharpshooters, chosen 
from th« various regiments; Hawthorne'! 
mountain battery, Gale's squadron, thre* 
troops of the Fourth cavalry, unmount- 
ed, with Bronke's and Tapper's bat- 
talions of the Fourteenth infantry, 
Unck's battalion of the First Idaho in- 
fantry and Frains' battalion of the First 
North Dakota infantry under General 
Kir*. 


The flotilla of 20 canoes, towed by tugs 


and convoyed by the gunboats Laguna 
De Bay, Oeste and Napidan, and pre- 
ceded by the launch containing General 
Lawton and General King, started from 
San Pedro Macati, on the river Pasig, 
moving toward the lake just as evening 
was setting in. It was a truly pictur- 
esque scene.

Santa Cruz at daybreak to capture or 
destroy any rebel gunboats or shipping, 
to take the town and then to ecour the 
icountry to the south of the lake, a dis- 
trict not yet explored by the Americans. 
The tactics will be those of the old-time 
frontier fighting, and It is probable that 
the command will be divided Into squads 
of 12, under non-commissioned officer*. 


In General Lawton's absence the second

The withdrawal of the 18 companies 


constituting the expeditionary force 
made a gap in the line from the beach 
to Culiculi, just southwest of Sail Pedro 
Macati, which was subsequently filled 
by the Fourth regular infantry. Th« 
rebels, on the extreme right, had evi- 
dently been informed of the withdrawal 
of the troops, and they attempted to 
sneak through after nightfall, but they 
met with a wartn reception and fell back 
in disorder oa discovering that the line 
was (rtill intact.

Awaiting Developments. 


Washington, April 10.—The war de- 


partment authorities look for Important 
news from Manila today, announcing in 
all probability the capture of the city of 
Santa Cruz, a leading town In a country 
as yet untouched by the Americans, and 
now in the ha;ids of the Filipino forces. 
No reports of the movements of General 
Lawton's men has been made to the 
war department, but the Associated 
Press announcement occasioned no sur- 
prise, for the move is looked upon as 
one of the natural steps in General Otis' 
carefully laid plans against the insur- 
gents. 
Santa Cruz is a place of con- 


siderable importance in several respects. 
It is the capital of the province of La- 
guna, and has a population, according 
to the best available information here, of 
considerably more than 13,000 persons. 


It is regarded as likely that General 


Lawton alre&dy has gained possession 
of this little stronghold, for It is but 
a short journey over the bay lagoon, a 
fresh water sea, which comes almost up 
to Manila itself, 48 miles away from 
Santa Cruz. 


Th« details of the dispatch show Gen- 


eral Lawton, by essaying the formation 
of squads of 12 men each, will make a 
thorough reconnoissance of the ground 
before making a definite attack upon the 
city and vicinity. 
It is felt here that 


there will be only a show of resistance 
by the natives, and whether they ac- 
tually surrender the town or abandon it 
to the southward, the campaign against 
the place will serve as an object lesson 
of the determined policy of our forces 
in the islands. 
Santa Cruz is apparent- 


ly an opening wedge for the country 
beyond. 
From it lead highways in ail 


directions to Manila, by going around 
the shores of the bay lagoon, apd to the 
Important point of Batangae. and tht 
well advanced province of Tayabas, 
whose capital city is located U mliea 
from Manila. 


General Lawten, however, mar not 


contemplate any material advance be- 
yond Santa Cruz at this time, a* tht re- 
gion to the nouth it very broken coun- 
try, 
covered with mountains, and the 


rainy season is coming on. so that his 
purpose- may be merely to gain an ad- 
vantaceous position for the future. 
. 


Washington, April 10.—Justice Stephen 


J. Field (retired) of the United States 
supreme court died here at 6:30 p. m. 
yesterday. 


Ever since Justice Field's retirement 


from the supreme bench, on Dec. 1, 
1897, he had enjoyed comparatively good 
health, and, being relieved from the re- 
sponsibilities which he bad borne for so 
many years, he becamfc more cheerful 
than formerly, and seemed to enjoy 
the society of his friends and acquaint- 
ances more than ever before. 


About two weeks ago, however, he 


took a longer ride than usual in an open 
carriage, and contracted a severe cold, 
which rapidly developed the kidney 
tioubles from which he had suffered, 
though but slightly, for some time. The 
disease readily yielded to treatment, and 
on Thursday last he sat up for a time 


, ?nd seemed Quite hin.seM again, but on 
| Saturday morning m, change" for the 


worse took place, and about noon he 
| lost consciousness. From that time he 
' sank rapidly, and expired at 6:30 o'clock. 
] 
No arrangements have yet been for the 


funeral. It Is probable that the remains 
will be taken to Stockbridge, Mass., 
where are buried his father and mother 
and other members of the Field amily. 
| Justice and MM. Field never had any 
children, and the "Only surviving mem- 
ber of his father's family is the justice's 
youngest brother, Dr.. Henry Field, ed- 
itor of The Evangelist. 
During sev- 


eral years prior to his retirement from 
the bench the justice's health at times 
seemed on the point of breaking, but 
he usually recovered promptly, and in a 
few days would Jgain resume his judi- 
cial duties. For the past year or more 
those most intimate with him knew that 
his mental powers were becoming some- 
what impaired. The results of his long 
career of mental activity were beginning 
to show themselves in a failing memory 
after his retirement from the bench, 
though his physical health e«emed to im- 
prove a little. 


Stephen Johnson Field was born at 


Haddam, Conn., Nov. 4, 1816. 
He was 


the son of David Dudley Field and one 
of four brothers who became famous, 
David Dudley, Cyrus W., and Henry M. 
Field being the other members of the 
great quartet that made their names 
known throughout the world. His early 
boyhood was spent at Stockbridge, Mass. 


At the age of 13 Stephen J. Field went 


i to Smyrna, where his sister had married 
4a missionary, Kev. Josiah Brewer, who 
hed undertaken an educational- mission 
to the Greeks, and he there acquired a 
knowledge of Oriental languages. 
Re- 


turning to this country, he later entered 
Williams college, from which he was 
graduated in 1837, at the head of his 
class. 
He then went to New York 


where he entered the law office of his 
brother, David Dudley Field. 
He was 


admitted tp the bar and became a mem- 
ber of the firm, remaining as such for 
seven years. In 1848 he went to Europe 
and spent Borne time there traveling. 
In November, 1849, he sailed for San 
Francisco, around Cape Horn, and en- 
tered upon the practice of law iin the 
Occidental metropolis. 
After a short 


time he moved to Marysville, a small 
mining camp, and became one of the 
founders of what afterwards grew to be 
a thriving town. 
When the little city 


was organized Justice Field was elect- 
ed the alcalde of the place. This office 
carried with it the dignity of mayor, and 
at the same time imposed all the duties 
of the bench. 
Here the future jurist 


dispensed justice and made his name 
widely known throughout the length and 
breadth of the growing commonwealth. 
He was fond of talking of his early days 
in California, and often said that the 
happiest days of his life were when ho 
dealt out Justice in Marysville behind 
a dry goods box. 


He was elected a member of the first 


legislature of the state. 
He was in- 


fluential in securing legislation favor- 
able to miners, and aided in the passage 
of laws regulating civil and criminal 
procedure of the state. At the close of 
the session he returned to Marysville 
»nd devoted six years to the practice of 
bit profession. He WM elected a Judge 
of t|te supreme court of California in 
IW7, for the term of six years. hU869 
be became chief Justice sucwerfOing Chief 
Justice ptvfd 8. Terry. In 1863 Presi- 
dent Lincoln appointed fcl« anociate 
lustlce of the supreme court of the 
United States, and be held that position 
ttfttiUils retirement on Dor. 1,1897.

LINERS ARE MANAGED, 


Llltlf Ceremonr anA Ha»ty Funerals 


tbe Hule 'When Sailor* or Steerage 
Faa»en£er» Are the Victim* —Ef- 
fort* to Cheat the Shark*. 


There is no place where death is more 


unwelcome than on board a passenger 
steamer, and between the death and 
burial of a sea traveler the melancholy 
influence of the event extends to every 
one on board. Tbe limitations of space 
are very likely responsible in part for 
this, for the*e is tbe feeling that until 
tbe body bas been cast icto the arms cf 
the sea there is no getting away from 
it. So spake a man who bas crossed the 
Atlantic ocean many times and who on 
more than one occasion had been a pas- 
senger on -one of the big liners when 
death had claimed a victim from among 
those on board. 


Sailors drea&a death on board their 


vessel as much as anything, and when 
one occurs they are all anxiety to ren- 
tive schools are found here than else- . der tbe body the last service, and tbi3 
where in India, and a surprising degree fact is often responsible for the baste 


and scant consideration with wbicb 
burials at sea are too often conducted. 
But the days of such ceremonies are 
fast dying, and efforts are now being 
made wbicb will permit of the body be- 
ing carried for the remainder of the 
journey after death and properly buried 
on land. 


Even now it is generally only sailors 


and steerage passengers who are buried 
at sea, and frequently these are cast to 
the waves without so much as the ves- 
sel being slowed down and within an 
hour or two of their death.

eelwitbouf the fact becoming known to 
more than one or two of the crew or 
steerage passengers. 
Every effort is 


made to keep the event secret, and in 
the stillness of nigbt, wben better class 
passengers are comfortably curled up in 
their bunks, a little band of men, mov- 
ing like shadows acrosa tbe deck, bear a 
body from below, and, while the vessel 
is plowing tbe sea, tbe mortal remains 
wrapped in canvas or inclosed in a 
crudeiy made box, are quietly slipped 
over the ship's side into the mysterious 
deep.

ing morphine except on prescription, 
but a morphine fiend can always get it

so Any physician can tell a habitual 
morphine faker at a glance. So can a 
druggist. The latter reads the unmis- 
takable signs in a man's face and, if he 
hasn't a conscience, will sell the mor- 
phine victim what he wants. The drug- 
gist knows that the purchaser will guard 
the secret quite as closely as he could. J 
But, if a person with no symptoms of > 
the morphine habit wants to buy the 
i 


drug, he will probably have great diffi- ' 
culty in getting it. No pharmacist, even 
if not particularly reputable, wants to 
take the chances of being hauled up for ' 
a breach of the law.

"I am constantly running across 


cases of the morphine habit, especially, 
as 1 said, among women. The life they 
lead when active socially uses up their 
nerves, and they take morphine for neu- 
ralgia until they can't get along with- 
out it Usually they are ashamed of the 
habit and conceal it carefully, but some- 
times they are quite open about it, 
take their morphine regularly and will 
not listen to reason. Not a month ago a 
beautiful young woman showed me a 
new chatelaine ornament she had just 
bought It was a remarkably handsome 
gold case, studded with jewels, and look- 
ed like a vinaigrette. 
The top opened, 


and inside were a tiny hypodermic 
syringe and tube of morphine. I said 
something more forcible than polite and 
tried to make her see the insanity of 
the thing, but ,she only laughed and 
told me she carried morphine pills in 
her chatelaine bonbonniere. so that aha 
would be all right if she happened to b« 
where she couldn't use the hypodermic, 
which she preferred.

sharks are following a vessel tbe captain 
will sometimes have tbe body placed in 
tbe ice chamber and full steam put on 
fte engines until tbe hungry fishes bava 
dropped aatern completely. 


In one case at least a body was ac* 


tually cremated on board by tbe cap- 
tain's orders because of thesAarks. But 
sharks are not often obstacles to prompt 
buiial, and, generally speaking, when 
a death occurs at sea,- the body is slip- 
ped into the water at night with none 
to witness tbe proceeding but a couple 
of the crew and the captain, who reads 
an abridgment of the service from tbe 
prayer book. 


The manner of burial of course de- 


pends greatly upon tbe captain's own 
feelings in respect to tbe dead, and it 
must be acknowledged tbat these feel- 
ings are in some cases all that they 
should be. 
Some captains have tbe 


greatest objection to "dumping" a dead 
body into the sea and, when it is un- 
avoidable, will do their uttermost to 
conduct tbe ceremony with all possible 
reverence and respect. 


For all tbat, there ia always the feel- 


ing of tbe ship's icrew and tbe melan- 
choly effect of th^ presence of a corpse 
to be reckoned witb, and the argument 
that more consideration is due to tbo 
living tban tbe dead often prompts a 
captain to "dump" a steerage passenger 
in tbe dead of night without mention- . 
ing the event to more than a couple of 
hands. 


Tbua it often happens that wbile a 


concert or a private theatrical perform- 
ance is going on in the saloon the cap- 
tain is engaged making arrangements 
for the burial of somo unfortunate crea- 
ture.

ported—it is not usually regarded in 
tbat manner, and tbe knowledge tbat a 
weak stomach will retain hot water 
when it will nothing else may be often- 
times of value.

Let those who are inclined to sneer at 


i "only bot water" try a cup of it, fresh 


water, quickly heated and brought to a 
boil, used witb cream and sugar as for 
coffee. If coffee, as many believe, en- 
courages dyspepsia, and tea renders its 
consumers subject to headaches, wbile 
a cold fluid witb warm fluid is not hy- 
gienic, it answers to reason tbat if any 
drink must be used at meals, tbe one 
we are considering (or else bot milk), 


i having none of their objectionable qual- 


• ities, is preferable. 
1 
To ward off tbe cold threatened by a 


chilly sensation, drink a cup. To loosen 
a tigbt cotigh, sip water as hot as it can 
be borne. A bot compress, with a dry 


i flannel over it, persistently applied to 


the throat and chest will cure a stub- 
born cough, a sore throat and cot short 
in its incipiency congestion of tbe lungs. 


To dip a cloth in bot water and lay it 


quickly over tbe seat of pain is some- 
times a relief in neuralgia. Tbe same 
application on tbe stomach will banish 
colic. In croup place about tbe neck a 
flannel wrung out of hot water. For 
sprains hot fomentations are excellent. 
In sncb cases care should be taken tbat 
tbe clothing is protected from dampness 
by thfi intervention of a dry cloth, and 
in all tbe uses for it thus far given ic 
mnst be kept in mind tbat the water is 
to be really bot. 
* 


In spasms place tbe afflicted child as 


quickly as possible in a bot bath—that 
is, one beated as much as comfort will 
allow. Tbe convulsed frame will be re- 
laxed and soothed by its contact with 
tbe warm water. A bot batb after ex- 
posure will do much to prevent tbe 
taking of an infections disease. An oc- 
casional full bot bath upon retiring ia 
of great benefit in inducing sleep. Even 
a footbath will be fonnd a help as a 
means to tbe same. 


Wben a person is tired and beated, 


bathing tbe face witb warm water will 
prove more comfortable as w«U as less 
dangerous tban tbe use of cold. Weak 
eyes are made stronger by bathing tbem 
regularly iu water as not as can be 
borne. If they are tired, such bathing, 
to wbicb is sometimes added a little 
salt, will wonderfully rest tbem. 


For a fine complexion and velvety 


skin never use cold, but warm water in 
washing the face. It may be first wash- 
ed witb soap and bot water, then rinsed 
with tepid water. To bathe the face 
daily in bot water will, it is said, re- 
move pimples. And tbe appearance of 
wrinkles may be greatly delayed, it is 
believed, by the use of tbe bot bath,—

CAKE WALK IS FRENCH. 


Whra It Originated. I* AIM 8toe4 For • 


Tbe oake walk properly bad its origin 


among tbe French negroes of Louisiana 
more than a century ago. Tbere ia lit- 
tle doubt tbat it is an offshoot of some 
of tbe old French country dances. It re- 
sembles several of tbem in form. From 
New Orleans it spread over the entire 
south and tbence north. It was found of 
convenience to tbe plantation negroes. 
They were not wedded by license, and 
it was seldom tbat the services of a 
preacher were called in. 


At a cake walk a man might legiti- 


mately show his preference for & wom- 
an and tbus publicly claim ber for a 
wife. In effect tbe cake walk was not 
different from tbe old Scotch marriage, 
wbicb required only public acknowledg- 
ment from tbe contracting partiea So 
this festival became in gome sense a 
wooing, an acceptance or rejection and 
a ceremony. This explains its popular- 
ity witb the blocks, outside of its beau- 
ties, with the accompaniment of mu- 
sic, wbicb is competent at all times to 
command negro support. 


Cake walking bas improved, as do 


most things that are constantly practic- 
ed. It bas lost its old significance in tbe 
fcouth. Negroes now get married, when 
they marry at all, in tbe white folks' 
fashion. It bas, however, become a pan- 
tomime dance. Properly performed, it 
is a beautiful one. Tbe cake is not much 
of a prize, though tbe negro has a sweet 
tooth.—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Ths 
Meade's welcome from craft in the har- 
bor was a merry one, and soon the trans- 
port was bedecked with color from stem 
to etarn. The Eighth regiment was re- 
ported by the regimental surgeon as 
haying a clean bill of health, and the 
formalities at quarantine were quickly 
e,t an end. About the same time the 
police boat Guardian arrived, having on 
board Governor Wolcott and party. 


The first welcome home to.Colonel Pew, 


his officers and the men came from Gov- 
ernor Wolcott amid interesting incidents. 
As the police boat approached the trans- 
port and the soldiers saw the familiar 
•figure of Governor Wolcott and his of- 
ficers, cheers rang out again and again 
for the governor, for each of those ac- 
companying him and for Colonel Pew. 
On board the Meade officers' call wa» 
sounded and the governor, as he came 
over the side, was received in military 
style, the Eighth regiment band and 
drum corps piaylng "Hail to the Chief" 
and then "Home Again." Just at that 
time the Cunaxder Catalonia, inward 
bound, passed quarantine, und the crew 
•and passengers of the bjg craft lined the 
port rail and cheered the soldier boys, 
and back went a wild response. 


In a few minutes Governor Wolcott 


addressed Colonel Pew jn a short speech 
of welcome. There waa an interchange 
of greetings and then the governor and 
jparty returned to the city. The Meade 
then proceeded to the New England pier, 
where she was docked and tint baweera 
Ware made fast just at noon. 


The Mea.de brought 44 officers and 1157 


•nlisted men from Mataczas. The regi- 
ment went into service with 1327 officers 
and men, and was mustered la almost a 
year ago. 


By the time the Meade wa* docked the 


water all about it was full of small craft, 
many of them having been chartered by 
delegations from the cities represented 
by companies in the regiment. One tug 
bore a big banner, "Beverly welcomes 
Company E." As soon as the transport 
was docked rations were issued, and at 
2:30 the regiment marched ashore amid 
the cheers of the crowd of people which 
swarmed over every available inch of 
epace on the docke. Without delay the 
regiment was formed for parade. Head- 
ed by a platoon of police the command 
marched from the pier to the state house, 
whers Governor Wolcott reviewed the 
(regiment, continuing to the south arm- 
cry on Irvington street. 


The streets through which the Eighth 


imarched were thronged with people. 
There were thousands of them, and they 
had stood steadily in place since 9 o'clock 
in the morning. The men of the Eighth 
made a picturesque sight. The tropical 
sun had darkened their complexion and 
their general appearance was that of 
•well trained soldiers. Not only this, but 
'the men bore all sorts of interesting 
souvenirs of their experiences. 


The review of the regiment at the state 


bouse was quite an impressive sight, by 
reason of the great throng of people in 
that vicinity. It was 3 o'clock when the 
reviewing party took its place. The 
marching soldiers were continuously 
cheered and the rtview wa* a fine^one. 
The marching order of the regiment1 was 
excellent. The passage of the colors was 
the signal for a patriotic outburst, and 
It was all the police could do to keep the 
•rowd within bounds. 


After the review, and when the regi- 


ment had swung into Huntington av-

Some interesting stories are told by this 


men of their experiences in Cuba, but 
the most interesting Is that which per- 
tains to the trouble on board the Meade. 
Last Friday evening the trouble among 
the soldiers almost approached mutiny. 
Tl» men say that the supply of provis- 
ions ran low and that they went huiigrx 
at times. The men had been supplied 
with three days' travel rations when they 
went on board the Meade. Besides this 
there was in the company lockers the 
balance of the last 10 days' rations which 
had been issued while the regiment was 
<in camp at Matanzas. This supply 
proved inadequate. Some of the cooks 
on the transport sold meals to the sol- 
diers at 25 cents each, and the demand 
was large, but when the ship's officers 
heard of this an order was issued to stoi 
serving meats. The soldiers complained, 
as they said they could not eat the "sow 
belly" issued on laat Friday. They talked 
so loudly that the officers heard the men 
and an Investigation followed, but not 
before a quantity of bacon and refrig- 
erated beef had been thrown overboard. 
This decreased the amount of provisions 
on the ship and required the aid of Col- 
jonel Pew to straighten out matte's, 
which wa« done by the continuance of 
serving meals by the,Meadie's cooks. The 
real fact of the hardships to the men was 
that the company cooks were unable on 
shipboard to prepare the companies' 
meals from the food supply on hand. The 
unpalatableness of a part of the rations 
is also harshly criticised by the men.

THINGS AS THEY ABE. 


It Is not an easy matter to meet the 


transcendentalism of the anti-admin- 
istration men to whom Rev. "W. L. 
Tenney of this city has surrendered. 
It is an easier matter for modern 
scholarship and clearer light to meet 
the steadfast believers in the inerrancy 
of the Bible and the doctrine of hell. 
The anti-administration men "insist 
upon things being done by the hook. 
They will not have the good unless it 
comes to them ineased in a casket of 
gold made from the pavement of the 
orthodox heaven. They drop imperfec- 
tion and human agency out of their 
cosmos and demand here and now the 
New Jerusalem.

•word. Equal to the angels, and not a

It is presumed when men denounce 


their government at a time when that 
government is taking the greater part 
in the making of a world epoch that 
they speak from perfect knowledge, 
assuming nothing, for if they are 
reasonable men they know what a 
weighty responsibility resta on those 
who :3o speak. Are those who are now 
laying crime and injustice at the door 
of the United States government as- 
suming nothing and speaking from per- 
fect knowledge? It is to be feared that 
they are not. A few of the assumptions 
put forward as determined truths are 
that the United States government has 
no intention of permitting the Fili- 
pinos to govern themselves whether 
they are capable of self government or 
not, that Aguinaldo is a man of the 
highest patriotism, that he is repre- 
senting the Filipinos in waging war 
against the United States, that the 
Filipinos reject an offer of a United 
States, protectorate or colonial govern- 
ment, that the Filipinos are demanding 
Independence as we understand in- 
dependence and that by the present 
conduct of tills government in 
the 


IPhilippines our governmental principles 
are being repudiated and trampled 
under foot. It is very safe to say that 
not one of these things is an indis- 
putable fact and it would be safe to 
say that some of them are undeniably 
untrue. 


If Aguinaldo is a patriot 
only a 


month ago American magazines re- 
produced photographs of him and his 
etaflt in railroad coaches en-route for 
Hong Kong to live at leisure on Span- 
ish pesetas, the price of his patriotism. 
If he represents the Filipinos and their 
war is his war his authority is, and 
practically has been confined to one 
island, while other islands are either 
obeying United States 
authority or 


minding their private business. If the 
Filipino* refuse United States protec- 
tion or government several islands have 
voluntarily sent commissioners to our 
generals to announce their pleasure at 
recognizing United States authority, 
and Filipinos, now coming inside our 
lines near Malolos, are surprised at the 
treatment they receive and are glad 
to be under Otis instead of Aguinaldo. 
If; the Filipinos really want independ- 
ence their patriots have never given 
them an opportunity to say so, but 
have kept hustling them into the field 
to be shot or selling them out to their 
oppressors. If they are capable of in- 
do-}5ndent self government they are 
a!so capable of coming forward under 
a flag: of truce, shooting down those 
v ho honored it and then running away, 
ff they are capable of self government 
i .iey put faith 
m barbarous super- 


stitions to protect them from 
rapid 


fire guns, and their wise leaders put 
the most Ignorant of them, the most 
naked of them, th* worst armed of 
them In the forefront to bear the brunt 
of the battle. 
If the United State* 


government dft«« not intend to deal 
justly with the Flllpinoi the commis- 
sion tram tMt govenwient, whose 
head Is the president of one of our 
leading universities, had offered them 
by proclamation right* and liberties 
fcuch as are enjoyed by cltiiens in the 
Btatcs of thin union. 


Gentlemen, let us reason together.. 


•feet u» not IN in haste to proclaim lack 


of faith in our freat and food nation. 
Let us not hurry to preach by Implica- 
tion and by direct assertion that the 
freest, justest law-making body in 
tho world Is disgracing its heritage and 
forsaking righteousness and truth. Let 
us not defame our national leaders and 
take from our flag the respect we have 
been so religiously taught to give it 
Can we not get together and give the 
world some of that practical idealism 
you preach about and write about and 
profess such great love for? Do you 
think we shall the better give It if we 
soar away up vhpre we can brush cob- 
webs from the sky. or the better give it 
by remaining down where we can make 
cleaner and healthier and a little more 
like Massachusetts one of the black 
spots of earth?

Suicide of John H. Sullivan. 


Boston, April 10.—John H. Sullivan, 


member of the city's board of appor- 
tionment, was found dead in bed at his 
home in East Boston yesterday. It was 
announced at first that Mr. Sullivan died 
of heart trouble, but it has since de- 
veloped that 'he killed himself by shoot- 
ing through the head. Two causes are 
being assigned, one that he was despon- 
dent from illn*ss, which did not seem to 
yield to medical treatment, and the other 
that large financial losses had discour- 
aged him.

Many people in this city have regard- 


ed the matter as a joke while a good 
many more are seriously in favor of 
it, but up in Clarksburg both friends 
and opponents of the movement take 
it with the most extreme seriousness. 
Some interesting times are promised if 
the plan continues to be advocated. 


$1200 DEFICIT RAISED. 


Prompt Response at Methodist Church 


Sunday. Pastor's Review of Year. 


The last Sunday of the conference 


year was marked with a service of 
much interest and importance at the 
Methodist church in this city yester- 
day. Rev. J. A. Hamilton gave his re- 
view of the work o£ the church and 
pastor for the year, and the morning 
service was the occasion of one of the 
most ' enthusiastic "money raising 
bees" that the city has seen in a long 
time.

A Fecdioe Time Incident of Life In the 


Balanced Tanks. 


When the decorator crab gets too big 


for its shell, it does what many other 
shellfish do—it sheds it, emerging with 
its new shell already formed, bnt at 
that stage of its growth pliable and not 
ranch thicker than paper. In its soft 
shell state it is comparatively defense- 
less, and it keeps out of the way of other 
shellfish if it can, bnt its new shell 
coon hardens, and then it goes abont in 
its accustomed manner. 


The decorator increases greatly, per- 


haps a third in size, almost immediate- 
ly after leaving its old shell, whioh it 
scarcely geems possible it could ever 
hr.vo inhabited, bnt it gets ont of the 
old shell nevertheless without damag- 
ing it and leaving it often disposed in a 
most lifelike form. 


The decorators at the aqnarinm are 


led separately, so that each will be sure 
to get its portion. The food is pnt down 
to them on'the tip of a little^stick, 
which is shaken gently over them, and 
the food, thns detached, falls within the 
crabs' grasp. There is no current in the 
balanced tanks in which the smaller 
decorators are, and anything dropped in 
tho water drops straight down. Tho 
other day there wero found in one of 
these tanks, clinging to the ulta, two 
decorators, which wore supplied! as 
nsaal, by placing their food in the wa- 
ter where they would bo sure to get it. 
Being somewhat prjs&ed for time that 
day, however, tha man who fed them 
did not wait to seo tbo cra*t>H actually 
eat. Ho placed their food within reach 
and trusted them to do the rest. 


Bui glancing in at this tank on bis 


return from feeding the small fishes and 
things in the other balanced tanks ho 
flaw the two decorators that he had 
f onnd on the ulva still there and in pre- 
cisely the same attitudes as before, and 
then ho realized tbat they were not live 
crabs, bnt Hbeddiugs. Ho had been feed- 
ing empty shells. On taking them out 
of the tank ho found iusido of one of 
'.'cm the fragment of food which he 
,d dropped for it, which had fallen 
to it through the opening between 
jo upper and tho lower part of the 


shell which the crab had mruln in get- 
ting ont, 


It may bo tbat tho two decorators for- 


merly residing in ttacRo shells, bnt DOW 
eecare io come distant part of tho tank 
with now abells hardening on their 
tacks,««miled as they thought of tbo 
feeding of their empty shells. It is cer- 
tain that the man who fed them smiled 
as be arranged them for preservation in 
the nqu«rinm'« collection*.—New fork

It has been estimated, and, in fact, 


railroati men frequently make the re- 
mark, that the average life of u man 
actively engaged ia train service is 
About seven years. In other words, that 
they are either crippled up BO as to ren- 
der them unrit for service again iu a 
like capacity or are killed on an aver- 
age in that time. It has been found by 
looking over the records of one of tho 
leading railroads entering Louisvillo 
that this is untrue. During three years, 
on one of the busiest roads entering the 
city, there were only 2 killed and 158 
injured, all of whom were brakemen 
except two, and they were freight con- 
ductors who had assumed the duty of 
brakemen, one by making a coupling 
and the other by assisting in unloading 
freight. 


It would seem that inexperienced men 


would be most apt to get injured, bnt 
the figures show differently, as indicat- 
ed by the following: Eleven, or.9.56 per 
cent of the total number of trainmen, 
were injnred during their first year of 
service; 18, or 12.16 percent, wore in- 
jured who had been in the service two 
years; 15, or 11.11 per cent, had been 
in the service three years; 22, or 16.35 
per cent, four years; 26, or SO per c(|at, 
five years; 27, or 21.77 per cenr% six 
years; 18, or 9.63per cent, seven jvars; 
6, or 3.90 per cent, eight -years; 3, or 
2.47 per cent, nine years; 6, or 4.16 per 
cent, ten years, and 12, or 8.89 per 
cent, over ten years, some of whom had 
been in the service 15, 18 and 22 years. 


It will be noted tbat the largest aver- 


age of injuries occurred after the em- 
ployee had been in service six years, 
and the figures given would indicate 
tbat employees as a general rule are 
careful up to the time when they have 
been iu the service three to four years 
and then become more careless until 
about their eighth year of service, when 
the indications show that they again 
become careful, as those who had work- 
ed over ten years have a very small 
comparative per cent of injuries com- 
pared with those who had worked six 
years. With the completion of the equip- 
ment of all box cars with automatic 
couplers, airbrakes, etc., the liability 
of a trainman being injured will have 
been reduced to a minimum, as the rec- 
ord goes to show that at least two-thirds 
of the injuries were caused by attempt- 
ing to couple automatic drawbars with 
a link and pin to the old fashioned 
solid or skeleton drawbar, which is 
very dangerous even to the most expe- 
rienced railroad man. Other causes 
were on account of uneven drawbars, 
some being as much as three inches 
higher than others. AH this will be rec- 
tified with the law which requires all 
drawbars to be of a standard height. A 
great many trainmen were injnred by 
stepping npon stones or links in jump- 
ing off to throw switches, etc., quite a 
number by being thrown off on account 
of the icy condition of the tops of the 
cars. 


There was one case where a brake- 


man-was standing near the end of a car 
when another cut of car;, struck it, and 
he was thrown from the top of the car 
to the ground, alighting squarely upon 
bis feet and "stoving him up" severe- 
ly, as will be readily understood. A 
few were compelled to jump from the 
top of cars in cases of derailment. Oth- 
ers had their feet mashed by attempt- 
ing to shove an automatic drawbar over 
a few inches to enable it to come more 
squarely in contact with the automatic 
coupler. This is one of the serious ob- 
jections to the automatic drawbar—tbat 
it will not couple readily on a curve, 
and it is necessary for the trainmen 
either to pull one of the drawbars over 
or shove it over with their feet. 


One of the most general causes of 


pinched fingers was on account of the 
pin failing to drop,all the way down 
into the hole when coupling with a 
link and pin. The brakemen invariably 
reach over to give the pin a start so it 
will drop into the hole, when the cars 
frequently roll one way or the other 
just a few inches and catch the pin just 
before it gets all the way down, causing 
it to tilt back and catch the fingers be- 
tween pin and end sill of the car. 


A few were injured by holding the 


grab iron on the end of the car—recently 
added to all freight cars by an act of 
congress—and attempting to make the 
coupling when long lumber or bridge 
iron would be extending over the end of 
tha car to be coupled to, and catch their 
hands between the timber and end of 
the oar. However, this dangerous meth- 
od of coupling cars together that have 
lading projecting over the ends of them 
will soon be a thing of the past, as it is 
bKComing a general rule for all com- 
panies not to permit the loading of cars 
iu this manner. Whenever there is long 
timber to load the companies require 
the use of two cars instead of one, as 
heretofore. 


With the taking effect of the new law 


compelling railroads to have all cars 
equipped with automatic drawbars and 
have the drawbars of equal height from 
rails, the position of railroad brakeman 
will not be such a hazardous one.— 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

HIS LAST EOBD. 


ForestTProtecfion' In Idaho. 


The miners as well as the mine own- 


ers operating in northern Idaho are pe- 
culiarly interested in rational and ef- 
fective methods of forest protection to 
what remains of the public timber lands, 
and as producers of national wealth 
have a right to demand it. They have 
the result of years of wanton forest de- 
struction before their eyes- and can see 
themselves confronted with a timber 
shortage before many years tbat threat- 
ens their commercial and industrial life. 
That such a condition ie fast approach- 
ing needs no propbetio vision to foresee. 


The extent of burned forest land the 


past 16 years as developed in these re- 
gions is an evidence tbat requires no 
supporting argument to make effective. 
That many thousands of acres of forest 
still exist in the Cceur d'Aleoe basins 
does not weaken the fact of an impend- 
ing timber shortage. Under the present 
conditions two or three dry eeasons 
would suffice to wipe oat the larger 
portion by far of what remains of tbo^, 
forests in this part of the state. There 
is not yet adequate protection or super- 
vision, and public sentiment npon these 
points ia not yet sufficiently aroused— 
Fotestej.

Dellomte Method* Employed by Then I* 


Opening Letter*—With c. tittle Patience 
Tlicy Overcome QUID, Sealing Wax or 
Metal Fastener. 


The incident which occurred in the 


French chamber concerning the viola- 
tion of the secrecy of a letter addressed 
to M. Deleave by a high official of the 
Ministry of marine has stirred the pub- 
lic, which ie surprised that such pro- 
ceedings take place under the third re- 
public. Created in 1830, the cabinet 


i noir was a permanent office under 
Louis Philippe and Napoleon III, who 
used and abused it in order to learn the 
political secrets of their opponents. It 
was generally believed by the public 
that the office had long been suppressed 
by tbo present government. JBi4 after 
the incident mentioned those who still 
believo in the secrecy of the post, of the 
telegraph or of the telephone exhibit an 
incredible credulity which is extremely 
rare at this fln de sieole. Those who 
are so imprudent as to write their in- 
njost thoughts concerning any politician 
in power will be wi&e no longer to im- 
agine that a letter which arrives at its 
destination apparently unopened has 
not been read by a third party. As is 
well known, it is also easy for an offi- 
cial to learn the secrets of the telephone 


i by applying his ear to the receivers at 


the central office, and by so doing to 
intercept phrases which are both in- 
structive and amusing. It now appears 
that the postoffiee officials also give 
themselves up to the delicate pleasure 
of satisfying their curiosity. 


1 
They employ SO different methods in 


order to assuage their professional in- 
quisitiveness. If an envelope is closed 
in the ordinary manner by a thin layer 
of gum, they have the choice of two 
systems—when the paper is tough and 
strong they slip with groat precaution 
a very thin but not cutting blade be- 
tween the two gummed parts, and with 
a little practice they are soon able to 
separate the paper without any tear; 
when the envelope is thin and brit- 
tle they open it by the primitive and 
homely means of steam. These proceed- 
ings ara extremely simple, and the cor- 
respondence of many masters and mis- 
tresses has often been slyly treated in 
the same way by an inquisitive domes- 
tic. This industry requires very little 
skill, and the only capital necessary ia 
a small amount of patience. The more 
suspicious individuals fasten their let- 
ters with sealing wax and imagine that 
they are consequently perfectly safe 
from any surreptitious attack. 
The 


' officials of the, cabinet noir, however, 


are not BO easily defeated. By judi- 
ciously bending and twisting die part 
of the paper surrounding tho seal they 
gradually detach the latter, which final- 
ly remains unbroken in their hands with 
a very thin layer of paper adhering to 
it. After examining the contents of the 
letter they replace the seal intact at the 
exact place which it previously occu- 
pied, and both the sender and receiver 
of the letter remain in blissful igno- 
rance of their maneuvers. 


Other correspondents, even more sus- 


picions, are not satisfied with gum and 
wax, but supplement them by a small 
metal fastener, which is guaranteed by 
its inventor to render any tampering 
with a letter impossible. This, although 
its efficacy is far from that promised by 
the stationers, certainly complicates the 
work of the intruding official. He rises 
to the circumstance, however, and after 
carefully removing the stamp and mak- 
ing a cross cut on the square from 
which it has been removed be intro- 
duces a small steel instrument with a 
special hook at the extremity. 
This 


hook grips a corner of the letter, and by 
carefully twisting the sheet round the 
stem of the instrument it can be finally 
extracted without any apparent injury. 
If by chance the note paper is refractory 
and cannot bo twisted owing to its stout- 
ness, the operator cuts the entire length 
of one side of the envelope. The con- 
tents are easily obtained in this man- 
ner, but the reclosing of the envelope 
requires much delicacy of workmanship 
and is, in fact, almost worthy of an 
artist. Abov.t a millimeter of each of 
the cut edges is.carefully folded inward, 
gummed and pressed together until dry. 
This phase of the work, although rather 
difficult to a novice, is soon acquired by 
practice. 


There are many other tricks employ- 


ed, some of which speak volumes for 
human ingenuity. It sometimes hap- 
pens, nevertheless, that a letter baffles 
all the skill and experience of the entire 
department. In that case their means 
are rough and ready—they suppress it 
altogether. The exterior appearance of 
the letter addressed to M. Delcasse be- 
trayed the work of the Cabinet Noir. 
This proves not lack of skill of those in- 
trusted with such an important bnt un- 
derhand duty, but simply negligence.— 
London Globe.

Arthur Crispin's Theatrical 


Gossip—"In Gay Paree" 


and Its Peculiarities.

The Casino in this city does not ap- 


pear to be able to get a genuine success 
which shall be at tha same time devoid 
of suggestion, or, to give it its proper 
name, filth. "In Gay Paree," the latest 
offering at that home of gay frivolity, 
is not only not clean, but, what is worse 
from the Casino standpoint, it is neither 
very funny nor very interesting. An- 
other thing that is a. distinct drawback 
to its lasting popularity is that such 
suggestiveness as it doea contain is not 
in any sense witty or snappy and ap- 
pears to have been yanked in by the 
hair of the head for no other reason 
than that it was supposed to be naughty. 


The public of the country have at 


times taken the bit between their teeth, 
so to speak, and have refused to accept 
New York's dictum with reference to 
matters theatrical. Especially has this 
been the case with regard to musical 
farces in which considerable violence 
was done to the proprieties. New York 
has tolerated such entertainments when 
the suggestiveness has been accompa- 
nied by bright repartee and where the 
questionable lines and situations have 
appeared to be the logical outcome of 
the story sought to be told, but for 
plain, soggy filth American audiences, 
even those in this city, have no use 
whatever. 


The mounting of "In Gay Paree" is 


elaborate in the extreme. The color 
scheme is truly startling in its origi- 
nality, and the ballets are really com- 
mendable, except that they are to some 
extent strained to admit of movements 
which will unduly attract the attention 
of the masculine portion of the audi- 
ence. The scenery, too, is magnificent, 
and in fact no expense hay been spared 
in any department. The acting is well 
cared for, the principal honors going to 
Miss Mabel Oilman, whose work pos- 
sesses an indefinable charm that is 
simply irresistible. 


"In Gay Paree" appears to be doing 


quite well at the Casino just now, but 
if it should develop into a substantial 
and permanent success after curiosity 
concerning it shall have died out I shall 
be very greatly surprised. 


"Americans at Home," by Grace Liv- 


ingston Furness and Abby Sage Rich- 
ardson, which was produced at the Ly- 
ceum theater in this city a short time 
ago. and which was generally regarded 
as being about the most emphatic fail- 
ure which that popular playhouse has 
ever fathered, has been taken off, and 
the remainder of the stock company's 
season will be filled out with a new 
play. Everythingwas unfortunate about 
"Americans at Home." Even the title 
was a bad selection, for it was man- 
ifestly 
suggested 
by 
"Americans 


Abroad," an adaptation by the same la- 
dies of a play by Sardou, which, by the 
way. failed to arouse any unwonted en- 
thusiasm along Fourth avenue, or any 
other avenue. That, though a trifle of 
itself, nevertheless militated strongly 
against the success of ''Americans at 
Home " To cap the climax, the story 
was so absolutely conventional and so 
poorly told that even the warmest ad- 
mirers of the Lyceum theater could not 
find courage to give it their unqualified 
commendation. And when that condi- 
tion prevails with reference to a play at 
the Lyceum its case is hopeless, for 
there is no theater in this city which 
has so devoted and so uncompromis- 
ingly loyal a clientele as that house. 
"Trelawny of the Wells" was a huge 
success, as it deserved to be, but 'it 
would seem that "Americans at Home" 
has made as strong a record in one di- 
rection as "Trelawny" did in the other.

Daniels' main dependence next season, 
while if it should fail to score, this 
shrewd management v.-;:: t~ve ample 
opportunity during the summer to alter 
its arrangements, either by securing a 
new opera or by whipping "The Ameer" 
into perfect shape. 


Time was when practically all the 


written music In the world was the pro- 
duction of the monk. But of late the 
world has had very few ecclesiastical 
composers, so that the new Italian 
priest composer who has been setting 
the Grand canal on fire is now looked 
upon as a sort of musical curiosity. The 
name of this new genius is Don Loren- 
zo Perosi.and, though he is only 26 years 
of age, his oratorios are being perform- 
ed in the chief towns of Italy. A little 
more than a year ago Perosl's name 
was comparatively unknown, but now 
he finds himself (hp possessor of an 
enviable European reputation. Not long 
ago his "Resurrection of Lazarus" was 
brilliantly performed before the emper- 
or and empress of Germany. His com- 
positions, which are creating such a stir 
on the continent, will not be long In 
finding their way to America, as Eng- 
land has already taken him up and 
will in all likelihood pass him along to 
us. 


It is not two years since Perosi's first 


oratorio, "The Passion of Christ," was 
originally performed in Venice, and 
such fertility of production and rapidly 
acquired fame are almost without prec- 
edent in modern times. The young com- 
poser is described as a small, amiable 
little chap, and still singularly modest, 
notwithstanding hia remarkable 
suc- 


cess. He has promised to leave his mon- 
astery in Italy and go to London short- 
ly to superintend the production 'of 
three of his oratorios at the Queen's 
hall. 


The theatrical season has practically 


closed, and a review of the successes and 
failures might not be amiss at this 
time. It may be said at once that the 
former have largely outnumbered the 
latter. In fact it is doubtful whether 
New York has enjoyed so prosperous a 
season as the one just closing during the 
last double decade. The plays of Amer- 
ican manufacture have for some rea- 
son or other not shown up very well, 
and a disproportionately large number 
of the failures are to be found among 
them. 
Another point which will not 


afford much comfort to those who ad- 
mire the drama in its most worthy and 
cleanest phases is the money success 
scored by such awful things as "The 
Turtle" and "Mile. Fifi," to say nothing 
of a number of other entertainments of 
a lighter character, of which the best 
that may be said is that they were less 
bad than the two abominations already 
mentioned. 
On the road business was 


very bad in the small towns until wel! 
along toward the 1st of December, 
when it took a decided brace and 
eventually became extremely good. 


Shrewd managers declare that it nev- 


er would have been bad had It not been 
for the impression which seemed to pre- 
vail everywhere that an unprecedented 
degree of prosperity would possess the 
country within ten minutes of the sign- 
ing of the peace protocol. 
Naturally 


there was an oversupply, and hundreds 
of shows which never should have been 
allowed to stray away from home 'took 
the road."

STORIES OF 


THE STAGE. 


In speaking of Mr. Broadhurst's de- 


parture from pure farce into the dra- 
matic comedy field Mr. Hoyt said to 
him just prior to the production of th« 
ill fated "The Last Chaptftr," of which, 
at the time, great things were expected: 


"You are producing your new play 


just In the right time. About one more 
success like 'What Happened to Jones* 
and 'Why Smith Left Home* would 
have so established your reputation as 
a writer of farce that the public could 
not be persuaded to take you seriously, 
and your very name would be a handi- 
cap to anything of an emotional nature 
you might write. To Illustrate," Mr. 
Hoyt continued, "while I was still at 
my home city in New Hampshire befor* 
I ever thought of writing a play I wat 
managing the local theater. 
I had 


booked a course of entertainments 
which included the foremost humorous 
lecturer of that day. The night came 
around, and the house was sold out. 
During that afternoon the lecturer re- 
ceived a telegram advising him of th« 
sudden death of his wife's mother. 


"He explained to me his utter inabil- 


ity to deliver his lecture under the cir- 
cumstances, and I was obliged to accept 
the inevitable. I requested him, though, 
as a special favor to me and the audi- 
ence, that he would explain the situa- 
tion in person before the curtain, after 
which I would return the people their 
money. He consented and appeared be- 
fore his auditors. The thought Upper- 
most in his mind was easily apparent, 
as tears were streaming down his face. 
After greeting the audience in the usual 
perfunctory manner he said, 'It is with 
deep regret that I shall not be able to 
deliver my lecture tonight, as this after- 
noon I received the sad intelligence of 
the death of my mother-in-law.' 


"At the mention of 'mother-in-law' tha 


audience went into convulsions. 
Tha 


poor fellow endeavored to explain that 
he was not joking, but the mora serious 
he became the more boisterous the audi- 
ence grew, until I had to finally relieva 
the lecturer. I was so angry for tha 
time being that I threatened to turn out 
the lights instantly if the audience did 
not leave the house without further 
demonstration. 


"Don't attempt to be too funny, my 


boy, or people will refuse to take you 
seriously, no matter how serious you 
wish to be. Mark Twain was compelled 
to write his 'Joan of Arc' anonymously, 
else everybody who read it would have 
tried to think how really humorous it 
was merely because Mark Twain's name 
was tacked to it." 


The old theatrical man put his beer 


mug down on the table with a reluc- 
tant air, and the young newspaper inan 
irnnied'Uteiy took the hint. Three ac- 
tors, a manager and two newspaper 
men xverc In the group, and the talk 
turned on theatrical terms. The young 
newspaper man had asked whence orig- 
inated the term "pit," and the old the- 
atrical man answered him: 


"The term 'pit/ " lie said, "had no ex- 


istence in a theatrical sense previous to 
the erection of the original Drury Lane 
theater by Killigrew in 1663, when the 
ground floor was styled the 'pit' be- 
cause it marked the exact site of the old 
cockpit where cockfights had regularly 
taken place during the reign of James I." 


"Do you know," said one of the ac- 


tors, "I often use the term 'sock and 
buskin' without knowing exactly what 
it means. Who in this crowd can tell?" 


The old man put on a pedantic air 


and said: "The expression 'sock and 
buskin,' which literally means comedy 
and tragedy, found its origin in tha 
'soccus,' the Latin name of the low shoe 
worn by the ancient comic actors, and 
the buskin is a contraction of the French 
word 'brossequin,' remotely 
derived 


from the Greek word 'bursa,' the hide 
or high soled shoe worn by the ancient 
tragedians to increase their height. The 
soccus reached to the ankle only, where- 
as the buskin extended to the knee." 
And then the old man pulled on hi3 
cigar reflectively.

BANKERS MEET IN PITTSFIELD, 


REV, W, ITENN2Y DENOUNCES IT 


As 
Opposed 
to the True Americrn 


Spirit, 
Filipinos 
Themselves 


Showing More of the American 


Spirit Than Wa Are.

The first protest against the Philip- 


pine war that has been heard from the 
pulpit in this section was made §unday 
evening in the Congregational church 
by Rev. W. L. Teimey. Words could 
not have been more emphatic than the 
ones used in condemning the present 
attitude of this country toward the 
Filipinos as opposed to the true Ameri- 
can spirit. 


Mr. Teimey claimed by inference 


that the Filipinos themselves were 
showing a better example of the spirit 
that animated this country through 
most of his history than are the Amer- 
icans at the present time, and said that 
the American people showed that they 
were not in sympathy with the war by 
the lack of satisfaction in victories 
that are just as flattering to American 
bravery and ability as were the' vic- 
tories in Cuba last summer, over which 
the country was enthusiastic in its 
pride. 


The subject of the address, "Is warin 


the Philippines contrary to the true 
American spirit?" was announced for 
the topic of the prelude to th"> 'eimui 
only, but Mr. Tenney omitted the ser- 
mon announced for the evening and 
occupied the entire time with the war 
discussion. He said in beginning that 
when a great moral question is in- 
volved in any event of national politi- 
cal importance, it is the province of 
the pulpit to take it up for discussion 
along moral lines. 
"It may seem late to take up this sub- 
ject," said Mr. Tenney, "but I confess 
that my own views have changed with- 
in the last few months." When it 
seemed that the inhabitants of the 
Philippines had been oppressed to the 
point where they were unable to throw 
off the yoke of Spain and were anxious 
to receive the benefits that would come 
from ..he association with this country, 
an imperialistic policy with regard to 
them seemed justified by the moral 
right of establishing freedom where 
freedom had been denied. 


If the Filipinos had been ready to 


accept the protectorship of the United 
States until such time as they were 
ready for self-government, we might 
have treated them as we intend to treat 
the Cubans. If they had shown towards 
us the same spirit vf confidence and 
friendship that the Porto Ricans have, 
our policy might have been the same 
as it is in Porto Rico. But the only ex- 
cuse for armed force is the moral right 
and duty which justified the war with 
Spain, and which is not shown in our 
present attitude towards the Philip- 
pines. 


The real feeling of the nation is 


shown in the fact that although our 
soldiers in the Philippines have shown 
a bravery great as that shown in Cuba, 
although our generals there are show- 
ing even a greater degree of ability 
than was shown in Cuba, and although 
there are in the Philippines none of 
the evidences of poor management and 
improper care of the soldiers that were 
plain in Cuba, we are not proud of the 
victories that our representatives are 
winning for us there. When a member 
of this church who is now in the Phil- 
ippine military service writes home 
describing the events of the war and 
says: "I did not enlist for such ser- 
vice as this," we see the real Ameri- 
can spirit. And a war of whose suc- 
cesses we cannot be proud does not 
seem in accord with that spirit. 


In all the history of our country this 


spirit of justice for all and the freedom 
of all has shown in nearly every war. 
In only one has the principle seemed 
to be violated, and that in the Mexican 
war. If we wish to see how such a 
was was regarded, turn to the pages of 
James Russell Lowell, in whom Amer- 
ican principles had one of their finest 
exponents. His words in writing of the 
Mexican war might almost have been 
written for the present occasion," so 
well do they express the feeling of men 
today. Mr. Tenney read extracts from 
the Bigelow papers, which showed the 
spirit of the times, and emphasized the 
antagonism to this other war. 


Mr. Tenney closed his argument with 


pointing out the position of the Filip- 
inos themselves. Our soldiers are mak- 
ing a glorious record of victories, but 
we must not forget that the enemy are 
also fighting bravely, and that Aguin- 
aldo is showing the wisdom of a great 
leader as well. Putting ourselves in the 
place of these men fighting for their 
own liberty, should we not voice the 
injustice being 
done them 
in 
the 


language of the declaration of indepen- 
dence? Mr. Tenney read passages from 
the declaration,, showing how they 
might be used with equal fiitness by 
the Filipinos. We are attempting to 
govern without consent of the gov- 
erned, which we insisted upon when 
our rights were concerned. 


We cannot as a nation, in the light 


of our constant conscience, over-ride 
the principles of self-government in 
these islands, when we are tpld by our 
generals-there that they are more fit 
to govern themselves than 
are 
the 


Cubans, and in the light of the amend- 
ments to the constitution which gave 
to the slaves whom we had oppressed 
for generations the rights of citizen- 
ship. 


If we, like the Filipinos, had battled 


with an oppressing natioa until we had 
almost reached the point where we 
were able to set up a government for 
ourselves, and if we had been helped 
by another nation standing for the 
highest principles of equal rights, should 
we not consider that we had the right 
of maintaining that independance for 
which we had fought, when this same 
nation that came to our aid attempted 
to conquer us, without any pretense of 
promises of self 
government later? 


The Filipinos would save lives and 
save property If they laid down their 
arms, trusting to the honesty of the 
American peopleto give them theh rights 
but in continuing against us the strug- 
gle begun against Spain, are they not 
following the teachings of ourown spirit 
and doing just what we should do un- 
der similar circumstances? 


Whatever we have done to the Phil- 


ippines, it la time for us to say to them 
that in the future we will do them 
Justice so far as possible. It Is time for 
us to show towards them the attitude 
of a Christian nation.

banks. This would practically put the 
country banks on the same 
footing 


with regard to the settlements through 
the clearing house as are the Boston 
banks, instead of making settlements 
through corresponding banks as is now 
done. 


The meeting Saturday was an im- 


portant one, resulting in most matters 
of discussion about as previously out- 
lined in this paper. It proved a very 
profitable one, and will probably result 
in the formation of some kind of a 
permanent organization. In regard to 
the action of the New York banks in 
charging for collection of checks, there 
was some discussion, but most of the 
banks will advise their clients to send 
checks as formerly and wait develop- 
ments, as reported Friday. 


The matter of Saturday afternoon 


closing was discussed, and as all the 
banks in the county except in Pittsfield 
and Adams close soon after noon Sat- 
urdays all the year round, it is ex- 
pected that the same custom will be 
followed hereafter in these two places. 


Another important matter was the 


decision to have weekly settlements 
between the banks of the county. The 
bankers were entertained at the Wen- 
dell by the Pittsfield bankers, and the 
affair was an enjoyable as well as use- 
ful occasion.
